Although the Industry Has

Depression, Orders on the 
Books Keep Plants Busy. 


It not generally expected that 
after the depression of 1907 and 1908 
the railroad equipment companies could 
in the 12 months’ period just ended make 
up all the ground lost in the 
two vears. The revival in orlers 
fairly satisfactory, but still leaves 
total volume of equipment 
in the rear of ejther 1905eo0r 1906. 

American railroads ordered in 
total of 3350 locomotives and 189.360 
freight ears, of which 74,532, or 40 per 
cent. were all-steel cars. This business 
is some 183 per cent greater in the case 
of locomotives and 201 per cent 
in the case of freight cars than the 
1908 orders, but only 55 per cent to 60 
per cent of the aggregate orders booked 
by the equipment companies in 1906, the 
last really normal year.

Part 
only of this mosaic has so far been un- 
covered, but this part has an inscription 
bearing the names Zacharias and John. 
The location is to the right of the road 
from Jerusalem to Hebron, 20 kilometers 
from the former and 16 from the latter, 
and is just before the road descends to 
Ain Harrub, whose waters Péntius Pilate 
brought into Jerusalem. This discovery 
is likely to arouse considerable interest 
among archeologists.—lIllustrated Lon- 
don News.

“Pupiicity” as a means for correcting the 
political, commercial and social wrongs of 
the people has found many earnest 
champions the past few years, during which 
period it has been more generally and system- 
atically employed, perhaps, than ever before. 
That it has proved efficacious to a great 
degree is not questioned by the many who 
have seen the doers of doubtful deeds 
scurrying from public gaze whenever those 
in a position so to do have found it possible or advisable to turn 
on the light. And that there is still urgent need of its further 
employment 1s quite obvious to the readers of newspapers and 
magazines, many of which are ardent specialists in the work of 
bringing to public view the dark, unwholesome, unhappy doings of 
persons and peoples. It is rather apparent that there are still many 
trusts, organizations, institutions and “machines” whose inner w ork- 
ings must be illuminated and whose ways must be mended. Much 
more light is still needed and the spirit of the hour demands that 
it shall be forthcoming. But in order that their corrective measures 
may be more equitably applied and their work more evenly and 
honestly done have not tive advocates and employers of publicity a 
twofold duty to perform? 

For the braad betterment of society it is morally and manifestly 
as essential that the right shall be encouraged as it is that the 
wrong shall be discouraged. ‘To be recognized as a persistent and 
inevitable fault-finder is to become, in the estimation of most persons, 
merely a common scold, whose words of admonition lose such power 
Gf persuasiveness as they would naturally possess because there 1s 
no normal recognition of right things over against which they can 
be contrasted. The eye that has become all too familiar with seeing 
the spotlight of publicity setting forth with startling distinctness 
some unfortunate enemy of good-fellowship.or the ungracious out- 
lines of some unhappy place or purpose should be joyously reassured 
betimes by being permitted to dwell upon pictures of “the good, 
the true and the beautiful,” which are everywhere about us in'this 
busy, workaday world. Policies should be constructive when and 
where they may; destructive only where they must, and then only 
for the purpose of clearing the ground for the building of a more 
praiseworthy structure. 

The shining beauty of a commendable example has a more 
potent force for keeping men from ways of wrong than has the 
distressing shadow of punishment inflicted as a corrective for mis- 
conduct. While “Virtue is her own reward,” there can be no harm 
in adding a kind word of approbation to her compensations now 
and then. The good people of the community and of the wide 
world should occasionally have an inning. It is well to have their 
splendid though unheralded doings “raked up and exposed.” There 
may be a few clouds in the firmament but all know that there is 
lots and lots of beautifully blue sky. And while the storm-brewers 
regret that affairs are so bad, the fair weather prophets will continue 
to be happy and hopeful with the thought that conditions are no 
worse and that with the increase of light and truth they are sure 
to grow better. And in the final analysis of all worldly purposes 
and endeavors it will be, well to remember that very much depends 
on the point of view.

Philadelphia & Reading, President Finley of 
the Southern and President Lovett of the 
Union and Southern Pacific railroads, and 
refused to modify his recommendations with relation to amendments 
to the interstate commerce law to suit them. This is striking as 
well as important, in view of the generally prevalent belief that the 
President would not be immovable in his attitude toward railroad 
legislation, especially where there was a pronounced division of 
opinion with regard to the wisdom of the measures proposed. 

~ In the present instance the railroad men objected in-particular 
to federal control of their securities. This control, they insisted, 
would seriously interfere with the financing of new construction 
work. They objected to the creation of a special commerce court, 
the authority proposed to be conferred upon it, and the granting to 
shippers of the power to designate the route of their shipments. 
They were also opposed to the modified form of the President’s plan 
to prohibit railroads from acquiring or holding stock in competing 
lines. 

The railroad presidents in the conference were thoroughly 
equipped to present arguments on their side, and they were, moreover, 
supparted by Lewis Cass Ledyard of New York, one of the ablest 
corporation lawyers in America. On the other hand, the amend- 
ments to the imterstate commerce law which the President will 
reconunend in his message to Congress tomorrow, and for which his 
administration will stand, are the result of no less than twenty 
previous conferences held with railroad representatives and of 
numerous consultations with Attorney-General Wickersham. The 
nll carrying the proposed amendments has been frequently changed. 
It is not at all like the original draft. It is believed by the President 
to be as nearly perfect as possible. 

The bill, however, will not accompany the message, but rather 
will be held to await the pleasure of Congress. It does not follow, 
of course, that this 1s the last word on the subject. Congress will 
have views of its own on the question of railroad regulation, and 
they may differ very widely from those of the President. and a long 
and bitter fight may be precipitated by the President's attempt to press 
huis "REL: measure forward. All this is true, and yet there is no 
questioning the fact that the administration bill starts out with a 
prestige that would be very difficult, if not impossible under present 
conditions, to overcome. 
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IN HIS message to the Legislature, Governor 
Harmon of Ohio, rather characteristically, 
touching upon the question of collecting the 
state reyenues, gets right to the point by 
advising observance of the just command of 
the constitution .that all property of every 
kind shall be taxed by a uniform rule. This 
injunction is singularly opportune at present,

in view of the pending revaluation of all the 


real property of the state. He says this 
revaluation cannot properly be made unless, at the same time, the 
other subjects of taxation are sé handled that all shall pay their 
just share of the public expense, and neither more nor less. 

Governor Harmon would place the burden of proof of legal 
residence on the taxpayer. This would be a reversal of the existing 
rule. Every one who regularly resides in Ohio during any part of 
the year should be required, he says, to make a full return. If he 
claim in making this return to have. gained a legal residence 
elsewhere, all his property “which he doés not show by satisfactory 
evidence has there been duly taxed,” should be taxed nevertheless. 
In defense of his position in favor of shifting the burden of proof, 
the Governor says: “The fixing of severe penalties under the 
present system has done little good, because their infliction depends 
on discovery and proof by the state, which are difficult. ... It 
shoutd be made a condition of the right to maintain a suit that the 
property involved shall not have escaped taxation. Require this to 
be pleaded and proved and the other party, as well as the court, can 
be depended upon to see that it is no mere formality.” 

He does not stop here, however, in his purpose to make it 
difficult, or impossible, for the tax-dodger to succeed in Ohio. 
Because the right to inherit property is created by law, the law can 
impose conditions upon it. One of these conditions would be, if 
his advice were followed, that nobody should receive any share in 
the distribution of an estate until he should produce proof that all 
moneys, credits and securities of the-deceased had been duly returned 
for taxation by him in his lifetime. If such proof be not made, 
then he would have the property, or its pro¢eeds, or some part 
thereof, go to the state. After showing how too much hardship 
might be avoided in dealing with this matter, he says of the 
foregoing plan of action: ‘This will make the tax return and 
receipt muniments of title which all will be careful to make and 
preserve.” 

There is no doubt in the mind of Governor Harmon that the 
state has a right thus to protect its revenues

| One of the orincioal features of what has 
' come to be known as the Meyer-Swift plan 
of reorganization in the navy is that which 
undertakes to remedy a recognized defect 
of long existence in the constructive branch 
of the service. It is proposed to accomplish 
tion | this by separating the administrative portion 
| of the navy into two grand divisions, one 
|} dealing with the hulls of vessels, the other 
~4with motive power. This will give the 
constructors supervision over the hulls and everything pertaining 
thereto, while the steam engineers will design, build and repair the 
motive machinery. 

One of the strongest objections to the reorganization plan was 
based on the contention that under the new arrangement the 
constructors would practically be reduced to the rank of draftsmen. 
It is said to have been demonstrated to.the satisfaction of the House 
committee on naval affairs, on the contrary, that under the new 
plan the constructors will enjoy greater responsibility, perform more 
work, and, with the exception of one brief period, disburse more 
money than ever before. The estimates for the coming year, for 
instance, call for approximately $9,000,000 to be expended by the 
constructors and $6,700,000 by the steam engineers. 

The plan was also attacked, and rather hercely, on the. ground 
that Secretary Meyer was attempting to create a general staff, and to 
clothe his technical advisers with unwarranted authority. All this 
seems to have grown out of the fact that the secretary recently asked 
the attorney-general as to the legality of the newly-created aids 
acting as secretary of the navy in the absence of himself or Mr. 
Winthrop. Members of the House naval committee have given this 
matter attention also, and with a result contrary to that expected by 
the opponents of reorganization. The members of the committee say 
that so far as they can see the secretary is actuated by complete 
singleness of purpose, that his sole object is the highest possible 
efficiency of the fleet, and that he has brought to bear on the problems 
that confronted him a wide business experience and a broad grasp otf 
the necessities of the service. 

It is in this disposition toward Secretary Meyer and the plan 
prepared jointly by him and Rear Admiral Swift that the House 
naval comumnittee is now considering the measure, and all the indica- 
tions point to a favorable report and to favorable action in the 
House and Senate. !

[The commumaue can- 
not be said to have produced a great etfect; for against all official 
denials and explanations stands the fact that the people on the sper, 
the Russian settlers of eastern Siberia and the Amur region, 
getting restless almost to the point of preparing to return en masse 
to their old homes. Such is the report of M. Tehirikine, who repre- 
sents the trans-Baikal region in the Duma, and who urges a thorough 
debate on far eastern affairs in the Duma. with the object ot reassur- 
ing public opinionthroughout the Russian empire. The deputy himself 
evidently does not share the apprehensiorfs of his constituents, which 
appear to have been caused by the passage of the finance minister 
across Siberia, and confirmed by a number of incidents on the Pacinec 
coast. M. Kokovtsof’s trip to the Pacific naturally enough recalled 
the passages of M. Witte and later of General Kurapatkine some time 
prior to the acute stage in Russo-Japanese relations. To draw such 
parallels was undoubtedly idle, but there evidently was something in 
M. Kokovtsot’s bearing or conversation or movements that gave rise 
to suspicions in eastern Siberia... It is generally assumed that had M. 
Kokovtsot had time to discuss the far eastern situation exhaustively 
with Prince Ito at their meeting in Kharbin, a complete accord could 
have been prepared. This view is especially held by those tamihar 
with the great Japanese statesman’s personal standpoint. Therefore, 
when the finance minister returned apparently without obtaining any 
tangible results, the situation was regarded as ominous, and such 
incidents as the surveys of a Japanese cruiser oft the coast of Kam- 
tchatka were cited to confirm this view. 

As a matter of fact, it is the weakness of Russia's economic 
position in the far east, as compared with the ever increasing 
activity of both Chinese and Japanese that has made it possible to 
interpret M. Kokovtsof’s trans-Sibertan journey in an unfavorable 
way—an interpretation into which the pretended: disagreements 
between M. Kokovtsof, M. Isvalsky and Gen. Soukhomlinoff, minis- 
ter of war, were repeatedly drawn, notably concerning the mooted 
sale to Japan of the Chinese Eastern Railroad. To strengthen 
Russia's economic position around Lake Baikal and along the Amur 
has ever been the care of the present finance minister. Witness 
his defense before the Duma of the credits for the Amur railroad, 
his suppression of the free port of Vladivostok, and his latest move 
in bringing about the, formation of the special committee for the 
defense of the Amur interests, presided over by Premier Stolypin. 
A contination of his negotiati®Ons in the far east 1s seen in the 
departure for Japan of Baron Motono, Japanese ambassador at St. 
Petersburg. From this step, clearer and. better news may be looked 
for concerning developments in the tar east. 
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WHEN a company of the United States coast artillery, stationed 
at Fishers Island, N. ¥., was ordered out for a fifteen-mile walk 
across country all but nine of the non-commissioned officers and men 
declined to do the duty. Perhaps the men feel it is beneath their 
dignity to go about the country on foot since they believe, no doubt, 
that they belong to ihe” ‘big guns ' of the army. 


Dec. 18 will ever remain a cuiaiine date if 
in the parliamentary history of Austria. On | 
that dav Slavic and Clerical supremacy was || 
sealed by the great victory of the Slavic | 
Union in the passage of a bill that had been | 
sought with clamor during the last twelve 
years. The new law profoundly modifies 
the parliamentary rules of Austria, inasmuch 
as it confers on the president of the Reichs- 
rath the power peremptorily to stop obstruc- 
tionism by excluding an deputies from a certain number of 
sittings. 

It is a curious fact—an irony—that this motion was presented 
by the very group that has.in the past most liberally and most 
vehemently wielded the weapon of obstructionism. This weapon 1s 
the policy or trick of making all debate impossible by a pandemonium 
of noises or of holding up the debate by endurance speeches and 
other means. When Dr. Kramarz, the Czech leader and foremost 
parliamentarian of the Slavic Union, presented the motion in its final 
form, it was found acceptable to the Poles who, though Slavs, do not 
form part of the Union that is made up of radical and agrarian 
Czechs, Slovenes, Croats and Ruthenes. and who thereby hold a sort 
of balance between their Slavic kin and their German friends. But 
in this case they were not the arbiters of the situation. That honor 
belonged to the Anti-Semites. After the Poles, the socialists were 
won over, their sole anxiety being to keep the present Parliament 
on its feet; and then the final decision rested with the powerful 
Anti-Semite party, numbering nearly 100 deputies. When they 
were persuaded of the advisability of the measure, the majority of 
two thirds necessary to carry a motion of urgency was assured. And 
so by 331 votes against 72 the German minority, composed of the 
German Nationalists, Radicals, Progressives and Pan-Germans, was 
effectually silenced. The historic mainstay of the house of Haps- 
burg, more often than not disagreeing on their own interests, 
but ever a solid phalanx in the protection of those of the dynasty and 
of the alliance with Germany, was ruthlessly pushed to the wall on 
that Dec. 18. The measure, originally intended as a Slavic disclaimer 
of obstructionist tendencies, and at first of doubtful prospects, by 
its sudden, spectacular success became a chain w hereby the German 
minority was shackled for good.’ The Neue Freie Presse. the 
foremost Austrian newspaper, comments: “The parliamentary 
majority is Slavic and Clerical; now it 1s going to make every effort 
to turn all Austria Slavic and Clerical after its own image. The 
Germans lost a national battle.’ It is palpable that, since a minority 
can be silenced with such ease, the Austrian Reichsrath will accom- 
plish something. Above all, no recourse will have to be taken in 
future to that ominous paragraph 14 of the constitution, which pro- 
vides for extra-parhamentarian—that is, simply absolutist—govern- 
ment whenever the Chamber has to be closed because of obstruction- 
ism or continued discord rendering parliamentary work impossible. 
For the first time in a series of years will the Reichsrath show con- 
structiveness, not German but Slavic constructiveness. 
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
